We gave the facts
preciecly as stated to us, giving no name save that of
the purchaser, lor more thau Goe reason, the first of
which, however, was all saflicient--we had heard ncne,
aod consequently kugw none. Even bad we known the
nime, we wouhll have con-zaled it, for satisfac'ory rea-
BONE.

Sioce that time we have received a letter from a ger-
tieman io Richmond ecunty, personally unknown to us,
b it whose name is that of a. highly respectable family
of that c,unty, which letter, dated March Gth, 1804,
aaseris that the person referred to as having sold the
turkies said to havwe been stafled with corn-meal dough,
is & highly respectable lady bearing the same nzme with
the writer of the letter, and further adds that the state-
picot given 1o our puper does serious injustice to that
ludy. )
I'he letter goes ou to give a statement, which, as the
writer deems it due to the lady in question, we sabjoin,
The letter says :—

“ ‘I'liis lady having a surplus of turkeys aud coutem-
platiog & visit to her father, who lives in Marion vil
lage, South Carolina, and being advised by her [riends
that poultry would be . more desirable and command &
higher price in the market by being killed, dressed and
stutled, she accordinly carried themn down to Wilming
ton, and wishing to purchase soma sugar and ccofiee, she
went to a hogse, the only place where she was informed
she could get them. ‘There the turkies were examined,
weighed, pronouteed good by the man, and bought for
22 50 per pound. She received a $100 bill in part
pasywent for her turkeys, and when she got to her lath-
¢r's, the bill was examined and pronounced to be a
counterfeit, ard when she returned to Wilmington, she
oot a young geutlem:n, her friend, to go to the men
who passed it on ker and make him take it back, which
he did.

“ Two respectable gentlemen were at your market-
carly nixt morping and saw one of Mr. Worra’s part-
ners buy one of the turkeys for $4 per pourd, and re-
marked aa be was going off, *this is dear living.’

i*The turkeys were in fine order, and dressed in the
nsasl mopper, with biscuit, bakcd corn bread, lard,
galt, black pepper aud onions, and so far from a ¢ fraud’
having been committed by a ‘dccently dressed woman,’
| submit to your candor, was it not by oue of your own
townsmen 7"

This is the whole staten:ent furnished to us. Asto
the price given for the turkies, we have no doubl that
it was $2 50 per pound, as stated. A member of this
lirmn saw some of the turkies pointed cut to him us be-
louging o the lot in question, snd noticed ose in pais
tidular, which eccrtainly appeared to him to have been
stafted with corn mcal dough, and not biscuit, lard,
onions, ete. ‘T'he turkies, or at lcas” some of them, sold
for $350 per pound, apd not for four dollars, although
some turkies were sold that morniog for four dollars.
But most folks thought $3,50 pretty high for corn

dough. . :

T'e law aothor'zing the is:ue of these 4 per
cent bonds gays @ “ the holders of wll such Treasury
notes shall be allowed to fund th: sume in Registered
Bonds, payable 20 ycars after their da'e, Leariog in-
terest at the rate of - per cent. per apnuny, payable on
be first day of January and July of each year.”

A registered bond cannot be sold or transferred with-
oat frst having the cutrica changed at the Treasury
Diepartment, which oferation would cost so much time
and trouble that but few trapsactions of that kind will
be made. And it is well thaftit is so, for if the bonds
coald be used just as Treasury notcs arenow used, there
would be little ¢r wo dimination of the circulating me-
dium, and the country would soon be sgain carsed with
too much currency. T'he bonds can be used in payment
of texes due the Confederate Government, and they will.
then be immediately cancelled, but they cannot be pass-
ed from band to band witbouat chapgivg thc-entries on
the Register’s books.
